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mm We are pleased to present this directory of 
Environment Canada’s programs and services, 
designed to provide a better understanding of the 
Department's structure and its environmental protec- 
tion and conservation activities in the Québec Region. 


In Québec, the year 1987 was marked by many 
important environmental events. The Canadian 
government scored points in the area of acid rain, 
thanks to its initiatives and concrete action. Mention 
should be made of the speech on acid rain given by 
the Prime Minister at the 52nd North American Wild- 
life and Natural Resources Conference, held in Qué- 
bec City last March. In addition, Environment Minister 
Tom McMillan signed two agreements aimed at reduc- 
ing sulphur dioxide emissions in our region, one with 
the Québec government and the other including the 
Noranda company. 


A number of events related to heritage promo- 
tion also deserve mention. Amendments were made 
to the National Parks Act to “ rejuvenate’ it and in- 
corporate major improvements. The announcement 
of the creation of new parks (including the South 
Moresby, Ellesmere and Pukaswa parks) and the allo- 
cation of funds for the Mingan Archipelago National 
Park Reserve underscored the Minister’ s commitment 
to the protection of natural sites. At the same time, 
activities continued in other areas, for example, the 
feasibility study for the establishment of a marine park 
in the Saguenay River area and the implementation 
of a three-year plan to invest $6 million in infrastruc- 
tures for Forillon National Park in order to encourage 
greater public use. 


In October, as part of Wildlife ‘87, the Duke 
of Edinburgh and the Honourable Tom McMillan un- 
veiled a plaque to mark the international importance 
of the Cap Tourmente wetlands. The Cap Tourmente 
National Wildlife Area was the first North American 
site to be listed under the international Ramsar Con- 
vention. 

Another departmental priority, toxic sub- 
stances, also received special attention last year, and 
we should note here the tabling in the House of Com- 
mons of the proposed Environmental Protection Act, 
following a round of public consultations. 


At least with regard to environmental protec- 
tion, we might say that 1987 was a year of dialogue 
and co-operation, given the encouraging signs of a 
trend toward concerted action to protect the en- 
vironment. 


For example, at an international conference or- 
ganized by Environment Canada and held in Septem- 
ber in Montréal, more than forty countries signed a 
protocol of agreement to protect the earth’s ozone 
layer. 


The National Task Force on Environment and 
Economy, made up of representatives from the fed- 
eral and provincial governments, business and en- 
vironmental groups, submitted its report to the 
Canadian Council of Resource and Environment 
Ministers in September. 


In June, the Canada-Québec flood damage 
reduction agreement was renewed. Early in Novem- 
ber, the Environment Minister made public the new 
federal water policy. 


A number of important regional initiatives were 
undertaken in 1987. The Atmospheric Environment 
Service began a study of meteorological conditions and 
trajectories associated with certain ozone episodes. 
Québec City residents followed with great interest the 
Canadian Wildlife Service's spectacular release of Pere- 
grine Falcons in the city’s historic district. On Heritage 
Day in February, the Louis-S. St-Laurent building at 
3 Buade Street in Québec City was designated a natio- 
nal heritage building. 


In this new edition of the Directory, you will 
find a description of each of the Department's com- 
ponents, a list of subjects of general interest, and an 
organization chart. 


We encourage you to write or telephone the 
staff in each branch to learn more about the Depart- 
ment’s objectives and the ways in which we can work 
together to achieve them.

GOALS, OBJECTIVES AND 


MANDATE OF ENVIRONMENT CANADA 


Mm Environment Canada was created for the 
purpose of promoting harmony between society and 
the environment, for the benefit of present and fu- 
ture generations of Canadians. To this end, the Depart- 
ment pursues four major objectives: 


B To influence human activities in order to en- 
sure the well-being of humankind, the diversity of 
species and ecosystems and the sustainable use of 
natural resources. 


™ To ensure the conservation of renewable 
resources (water, land, forest and wildlife resources) 
and related ecosystems, and to foster wise manage- 
ment and sustainable development of these resources. 


™ To facilitate the integration of human activi- 
ties into the environment. 


™ To protect Canada’s natural and_ historic 
heritage for future generations and encourage Cana- 
dians to learn about and appreciate this heritage. 


In Canada, from a constitutional point of view, 
jurisdiction in environmental matters is shared by the 
federal and provincial governments. 


The provinces have direct responsibility for 
managing most environmental and resource matters 
within their borders. The federal government has 
responsibility for matters of national interest (the 
Territories, national parks, oceans, some resources 
such as fisheries, imports, exports and the impact of 
its own activities), and for matters that the provinces 
cannot readily or cost-effectively undertake separate- 
ly (meteorological services, data collection and 
research). 


The environment transcends political bound- 
aries, and a given human activity may affect areas 
of both federal and provincial jurisdiction. Therefore, 
co-operation between the two orders of government 
is essential in developing and implementing an en- 
vironmental policy. 


In addition to the constitutional division of 
powers in Canada, Environment Canada derives its 
mandate from the Government Organization Act of 
1979. A number of responsibilities have also been con- 
ferred by the Cabinet as a result of government 
policies. 

The Act stipulates that the duties, powers and 
functions of the Minister extend to and include all 
matters over which Parliament has jurisdiction not 
otherwise assigned to other federal Departments, 
boards and agencies relating to: 

— the preservation and enhancement of the quali- 
ty of the natural environment, including water, 
air and soil quality; 

— _ renewable resources; 

— migratory birds and other non-domestic flora and 
fauna ; 


— water; 

— meteorology ; 

— the enforcement of rules and regulations made 
by the International Joint Commission relating 
to boundary waters and questions arising be- 
tween the United States and Canada in so far 
as they relate to the preservation and enhance- 
ment of the quality of the natural environment; 

— such other matters over which the Parliament 
of Canada has jurisdiction relating to the environ- 
ment as are by law assigned to the Minister. 


Moreover, responsibility for the Canadian Parks 
Service was transferred to the Minister of the Environ- 
ment in 1979, thus broadening the Department’s man- 
date to include national parks, historic sites, 
monuments, parks and canals, and federal - provin- 
cial agreements concerning recreation and conser- 
vation. 


Specific responsibilities and activities of En- 
vironment Canada are set out in a number of other 
acts and regulations: 

— Canada Water Act 

— Canada Wildlife Act 

— (Clean Air Act 

— Eastern Rockies Conservation Act 

— Environmental Contaminants Act 

— Historic Sites and Monuments Act 

— National Parks Act 

— Game Export Act 

— International River Improvements Act 

— Migratory Birds Convention Act 

— Ocean Dumping Control Act 

— Weather Modification Information Act 

— Bill C-74, An Act respecting the protection of 
the environment and human life and health. 


The Department is also responsible for enforc- 
ing the pollution control provisions (section 33) of 
the Fisheries Act and for providing advice and infor- 
mation under certain sections of federal legislation 
assigned to other departments (such as the provisions 
regarding emissions in the Motor Vehicle Safety Act). 


Environment Canada also has specific respon- 
sibilities with regard to implementing certain policies 
adopted by the government. These include the feder- 
al environmental assessment policy, which gives the 
Minister responsibility for ensuring that federal depart- 
ments take into consideration the environmental im- 
pact of their development projects, beginning in- the 
planning stage. 
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The Federal Environmental Assessment Review 
Office administers the government’s policy on the 
Minister's behalf. The Department of the Environment 
and the initiating departments advise the Minister on 
the technical aspects of environmental assessments. 

Environment Canada is also involved in im- 
plementing the federal land use policy. The purpose 
of this policy is to ensure that federal programs and 
federal land management contribute to the wise use 
of Canada’s land resources, and Environment Cana- 
da plays a.key role as adviser to the government 
departments and agencies affected by this policy.

Em The function of the regional Communications 
Branch is to plan, carry out and evaluate communi- 
cations activities, with a view to providing the general 
public, industry, government departments and agen- 
cies, interest groups and the media with information 
on the objectives, programs and priorities of Environ- 
ment Canada in Québec. 


The Branch also attempts to improve Que- 
becers understanding of environmental issues and of 
the Department’s activities, in order to foster sound 
environmental attitudes and practices. In addition, it 
works to make people aware of atmospheric events 
that have an impact on their activities, and to pro- 
mote the development of our national historic and 
natural heritage. 


Lastly, the Communications Branch provides 
advice and services in the area of information and 
public relations, as well as professional support for 
the information activities of each of the regional 
services. 


In order to improve its effectiveness, the Branch 
has decentralized its public relations functions and cen- 
tralized the activities associated with publications and 
exhibitions. 


Thus the Conservation and Protection Service, 
the Atmospheric Environment Service and the Cana- 
dian Parks Service each have their own public rela- 
tions officer, who acts as an adviser to senior 
managers. This officer helps produce the annual com- 
munications plan, taking into account national and 
regional priorities; performs public relations duties, 
including the drafting of speeches and press releases ; 
assists with preparations for special events; and de- 
velops media plans and communications strategies. 


The public relations officer is also responsible 
for organizing activities designed to maintain and im- 
prove the service's relations with the information me- 
dia, non-government organizations, special target 
groups and the general public. 

The Information Division also has an impor- 
tant role. It works with the public relations officers 
to determine the requirements of the various serv- 
ices with regard to publications and exhibitions, and 
advises managers on the means and resources need- 
ed to implement these activities. If requested, the Di- 
vision will obtain technical and professional services 
from the private sector for the production of publica- 
tions and exhibitions for one of the services, and will 
co-ordinate and monitor production activities. 


The Division plans, co-ordinates and imple- 
ments the departmental publications program for the 
region. It produces the periodical Milieu and distrib- 
utes it to the Department’s many target publics. It su- 
pervises the distribution of publications and the 
delivery of information services to the general pub- 
lic, and contributes to the achievement of regional 
objectives regarding internal communications. 


The Information Division also co-ordinates the 
preparation of the annual advertising plan and places 
advertisements in the information media at the re- 
quest of the services. It plans and implements vari- 
ous information campaigns by producing 
communications tools and participating in exhibitions 
and conferences. 


Since the communications function is a cor- 
porate one, a public relations officer responsible for 
corporate activities works with the head of the Infor- 
mation Division to analyse and plan regional com- 
munications, thereby ensuring the integration of the 
communications activities of each service and a bet- 
ter corporate image. 


The public relations officer responsible for cor- 
porate activities plans and conducts departmental 
events at the regional level, like the Canadian Environ- 
ment Week. This involves setting up a regional or- 
ganizing committee, co-ordinating its work, and 
encouraging active involvement on the part of the 
public and the departmental services. 


This officer also plans and co-ordinates an in- 
ternal communications program for the Québec 
Region, including an internal newsletter, Le Région- 
al, which is produced with the assistance of the In- 
formation Division and the public relations officers 
assigned to the regional services. 


The corporate activities officer monitors me- 
dia coverage and analyses situations for all the serv- 
ices, and plans and implements a media relations 
training program for departmental managers and other 
employees. This officer also works with the Secre- 
tary of the Committee of Regional Executives and helps 
organize ministerial visits.

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CANADIAN PARKS 


SERVICE 


M The Canadian Parks Service of Environment 
Canada is responsible, under a mandate given by the 
Canadian Parliament, for protecting and developing 
representative elements of our national historical and 
natural heritage for the benefit of present and future 
generations. The five districts of the Québec Region 
contain eighteen historic sites, the heritage canal sys- 
tems of the Richelieu and Ottawa rivers, two nation- 
al parks (La Mauricie and Forillon) and the Mingan 
Archipelago National Park Reserve. 

The Director General is responsible for plan- 
ning, developing, operating and maintaining this net- 
work of national parks and historic sites, and oversees 
the conservation and management of their natural, 
historic and recreational resources. The Director 
General makes recommendations concerning new 
parks and participates in their establishment, and en- 
courages the sharing of the cultural, aesthetic and 
philosophical values of our Canadian heritage. 

The Quebec Regional Office of the Canadian 
Parks Service comprises the Personnel Office, the Ad- 
ministration and Finance Division, and three large di- 
visions which plan and manage the regional network 
and provide support to the five districts. 

m The Research and Development Division in- 
cludes five sections: Planning, Policy and Research, 
Realty Transactions, Historical and Archeological 
Research, and Programming. 


The Planning Service oversees development 
projects, from the time preliminary objectives are es- 
tablished until the management plans receive ministeri- 
al approval. The Planning Service prepares the 
necessary strategies, directives, diagrams and plans, 
in line with the mandate and policy of the Canadian 
Parks Service. 

The Policy and Research Section analyses 
demographic, social and economic data in order to 
identify park users, evaluate the degree to which the 
Service s objectives have been achieved, and meas- 
ure the social and econemic impact of our actions. 
This unit is also concerned with assessing resource 
utilization, in terms of visitor reception and interpre- 
tation operations as well as in terms of overall in- 
vestments. ; 

The Realty Transactions Service is responsible 
for acquisition and management of Canadian Parks 
Service lands and buildings. 

The Historical and Archeological Research 
Section conducts studies and provides advice to as- 
sist in the identification, selection, commemoration, 
development, use and preservation of the cultural 
resources of national historic parks and sites. 

The Programming Service is responsible for co- 
ordinating all analytical and planning processes aimed 
at defining, obtaining and allocating the resources 
needed to achieve the Programme’s goals and ob- 
jectives.

m The Operations Division is in charge of the 
planning, management, monitoring and supervision 
of the operations of the national historic parks and 
sites of the Québec Region, as well as the conserva- 
tion of natural and historical resources, collections 
management, visitor services, marketing and photog- 
raphy services. 


The Natural Resources Conservation Service 

is responsible for: 

— protecting natural resources; 

— planning and managing the resources of the na- 
tional parks, historic sites and canals; 

— co-ordinating the administration of various en- 
vironmental programs ; 

— enforcing the laws and regulations of the national 
parks and ensuring public safety. 


The Historical Resources Conservation Service 
restores artifacts (objects from archeological digs, pur- 
chases, or items from collections) for display at the 
various interpretation centres of the Canadian Parks 
Service. 


The Collections Management Service plays a 
major role in the development of the historic parks 
and sites of the Canadian Parks Service system. In 
addition to managing and documenting all of our hold- 
ings, it acquires artifacts and reproductions, installs 
period furnishings and organizes displays. 


Visitor Services is responsible for co-ordinating 
programmes and services for visitors to the national 
parks, and supervises the training of permanent and 
seasonal employees who are in direct contact with 
the public. This unit also updates the visitor services 
plans of each of the components of the regional net- 
work of the Canadian Parks Service. 


The Marketing team formulates and imple- 
ments marketing strategies and plans for the parks 
or for specific activities or events. It conducts market 
studies, designs, prepares and publishes promotional 
material, and co-ordinates displays at the Louis-S. St- 
Laurent Building at 3 Buade Street in Québec City. 


The Photography Service provides its services 
to all the sectors of activity of the Canadian Parks 
Service for the Québec region. 

æ The Architecture and Engineering Division, 
a dedicated unit of Public Works Canada, provides 
operations management services for maintenance ac- 
tivities and in-house work carried out by employees 
in the region’s five districts. 


This division must maintain staff with exper- 
tise in various areas, such as the preservation, resto- 
ration and reconstruction of historic structures, 
including canals. In addition to providing technical 
advice at the planning and design stages, division em- 
ployees are responsible for preparing plans and specifi- 
cations and for ensuring performance of the work. 


As the main source of technical advice for the 
Québec region, this division is involved in all phases 
of property management, including acquisition, main- 
tenance and recapitalization. 


MONTREAL DISTRICT 


The Montréal District is responsible for the ad- 
ministration of a number of historic parks and for the 
heritage canal system in Québec. The district’s territo- 
ry extends from Temiskaming to the Eastern Town- 
ships, taking in the Laurentians, the Montréal area and 
the Monteregian Hills. Its employees oversee the thou- 
sand and one activities involved in operating the nine 
historic parks, five heritage canals and several develop- 
ment and commemoration programmes. 


m Located 25 km from Montréal, Fort Chambly 
was built in 1711. The recently restored fort houses 
an interpretation centre and offers an extensive an- 
nual program for visitors. 

m Fort Lennox is on the southern tip of Île-aux- 
Noix. Visitors to this site will see some of the most 
handsome military buildings in Canada, and may par- 
ticipate in a dramatic re-creation of life in that period. 


m Sir George-Etienne Cartier House, in the 
heart of Old Montréal, commemorates the times, life 
and work of this Father of Confederation. The house’s 
Victorian interior has been restored. 


» Sir Wilfrid Laurier House, where the famous 
Prime Minister spent his childhood, is located at Ville 
des Laurentides. The interpretation programme gives 
visitors a taste of everyday life in the country in the 
second half of the 19th century. 


m Coteau-du-Lac National Historic Park was the 
site of the first canal with locks in North America. 
An interpretive trail takes visitors to see remains over 
4000 years old. 


m The National Historic Park at Ormstown com- 
memorates the Battle of the Chateauguay, one of 
the important battles of the War of 1812. At the in- 
terpretation centre, visitors may view a very interest- 
ing short film highlighting the feats of the hero 
Charles-Michel de Salaberry. 

m Located in Compton, the Louis-S. St-Laurent 
Park re-creates the life and times of this post-war 
Canadian Prime Minister. A tour of the house and 
general store, as well as an audio-visual show, help 
bring this great period into focus. 

m The Fort Témiscamingue National Historic 
Park, on a magnificent site in the heart of the Abitibi- 
Temiskaming area, is a reminder of the significance 
of the fur trade in our history. The Park’s interpreta- 
tion centre offers a varied program of activities, and 
the visitor should not miss a walk through the © en- 
chanted forest’, a very interesting natural 
phenomenon.

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» The Fur Trade in Lachine National Historic 
Park also highlights this activity which was of such 
great economic importance in Canada in the 18th and 
19th centuries. The interpretation centre in the stone 
warehouse offers a program for all ages, with special 
activities designed to delight youngsters. 


m The 12-km-long Lachine Canal is one of the 
largest green spaces in the Montréal region. The Cana- 
dian Parks Service offers an interpretive program 
focussing on the role of this historic transportation 
route in the region’s industrial development. There 
is also a bicycle path alongside the canal. 


m Heavy commercial traffic once passed through 
the Saint-Ours Canal, a key element in the Richelieu 
navigation system. Today the site is popular with 
recreational boaters, who can visit the old lockmaster’s 
house. 


m The Chambly Canal and its nine locks make 
it possible for pleasure boaters to travel from the 
Laurentian basin to the northeastern United States. 
The canal and its banks are used for a range of out- 
door recreational and educational activities. 


m The Sainte-Anne Canal, the navigational gate- 
way to the Ottawa Valley located in the heart of the 
village of Sainte-Anne-de-Bellevue, is the most popu- 
lar of our boating facilities. Thousands of visitors are 
drawn each year to the green banks of the canal to 
watch the colourful parade of boats pass by. 


m The operation of the Carillon Lock, the se- 
cond highest in North America, is a spectacular sight. 
History buffs in particular will enjoy visiting the in- 
terpretation centre and seeing the remains of two earli- 
er canals nearby. 


LA MAURICIE DISTRICT 


The La Mauricie District contains Les Forges 
du Saint-Maurice National Historic Park and La 
Mauricie National Park. 


Les Forges du Saint-Maurice National Historic 
Park preserves the remains of Canada’s first iron- 
works, which were established in 1730 and operated 
for more than 150 years. A varied program awaits 
visitors: a visit to the interpretation centre near the 
blast furnace, guided tours, films, models and so on. 


For the visitor in search of a special destina- 
tion, there is the magnificent La Mauricie National 
Park in the lake-dotted Laurentian highlands. Many 
outdoor activities can be enjoyed here, including camp- 
ing, canoe-camping, fishing and hiking. The Park is 
open year-round, and interpretive talks and hikes are 
offered in the summer. 


QUEBEC CITY DISTRICT 


The Québec City District has five national 
historical parks and two coastal stations. 


w Artillery Park, in the heart of le Vieux-Québec, 
comprises three historic buildings: a former cartridge 
factory, now an interpretation centre, where visitors 
may admire the famous Duberger Model of Québec 
City in the early 19th century; the Dauphine Redoubt, 
a barracks built during the French régime; and the 
Captain’ s Quarters, which has been converted into 
a heritage centre for children. 


m The Fortifications of Québec City, a set of 
defence works 4.6 km in length encircling le Vieux- 
Québec, are unique in North America. For this rea- 
son the historical Vieux-Québec area was placed on 
UNESCO's World Heritage List. An interpretation 
centre, the Esplanade powder magazine, is located near 
the Saint-Louis Gate. 


m Located on the banks of the Louise basin, a 
few feet from the St. Lawrence River, the Old Port 
of Québec National Historic Park illustrates the im- 
portant commercial role played by the port of Qué- 
bec City in the last century. The Park’s interpretation 
centre houses displays on the lumber trade and ship- 
building in Québec City in the 19th century. 

m The Cartier-Brébeuf National Historic Park on 
the banks of the Saint-Charles River marks the site 
where Jacques Cartier spent his first winter in Cana- 
da (1535-36), and where Jesuit missionaries built a 
residence in 1626. In addition to an interpretation 
centre, the Park has a replica of La Grande Hermine, 
the flagship used by Jacques Cartier on his second 
voyage to Canada. 


Perched on its promontory on the south shore 
of the St. Lawrence River at Lauzon, the Fort No. 1 
National Historic Park of Pointe-Lévis is one of three 
defence works built between 1865 and 1872 to pro- 
tect Québec City’s harbour. Today, Fort No. 1 still 
jealously guards the Île d'Orléans, Montmorency Falls 
and la Vieille Capitale, for the benefit of visitors. 


m The Pointe-Noire Coastal Station is located at 
the confluence of the Saguenay and St. Lawrence 
rivers, near the municipality of Baie Sainte-Catherine, 
overlooking the mouth of the Saguenay fiord. There 
are naturalists on hand to give you a tour of this 
coastal site and its features, and with a little luck you 
may observe some beluga whales or seabirds from the 
shore. 
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™ About twenty kilometers east of Tadoussac, 
near the municipality of Grandes-Bergeronnes, is the 
Cap Bon- Désir Coastal Station with a check station, 
picnic facilities, forest trails leading to the beach on 
the St. Lawrence, and scenic lookouts. This park gives 
visitors a wonderful view of how the land meets the 
sea throughout this region at the gates to the North 
Shore. 


GASPE DISTRICT 


The Gaspé District consists of Forillon Natio- 
nal Park, the Battle of the Ristigouche National His- 
toric Park, the Jacques Cartier Monument and the 
Pointe-au-Pére Lighthouse. 


B Forillon National Park covers an area of 244 
square kilometers bordering on the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence at the tip of the Gaspé Peninsula. This Park was 
created to preserve a representative sample of the 
Gaspé massif, and some of this wealth is interpreted 
using the theme of harmony between people, the land 
and the sea. 

™ The Battle of the Ristigouche National His- 
toric Park commemorates the last naval clash bet- 
ween France and England, and offers an interpretive 
programme focussing on the social, political and eco- 
nomic conditions prevailing in the colony at the time 
of the fall of New France. 


m The Jacques Cartier Monument commemora- 
tes Cartier’s historic act of taking possession of the 
country in the name of the King of France, on July 
24, 1534.

m The Pointe-au-Père Lighthouse is an old ligh- 
thouse preserved as a material symbol of the impor- 
tance of Pointe-au-Père as a beacon and navigation 
station in the St. Lawrence. 


MINGAN DISTRICT 


The Mingan District is located midway up the 
North Shore of the St. Lawrence, directly north of 
Anticosti Island. The Mingan Archipelago is a string 
of forty or so islands and islets lying about 3.5 km 
offshore in the Jacques Cartier Passage, stretching for 
a distance of more than 150 km. The archipelago is 
formed of sedimentary rocks, has a varied vegetation 
cover, and is home to an abundant bird population, 
while the sea is inhabited by molluscs, shellfish, fish 
and marine mammals. Boreal coniferous forest covers 
most of the islands. 

This 90 km? area contains all of the essential 
elements that are characteristic of the eastern portion 
of the St. Lawrence lowlands natural region. 

There is no shortage of activities: boat excur- 
sions, camping, picnicking, hiking, and observation 
of marine mammals and a great diversity of birds. 
There are over 500 species of vascular plants, 24 of 
which are unique to the islands of the Mingan Archi- 
pelago.

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M Since 1987, the Canadian Wildlife Service, the 
Environmental Protection Branch and the Inland 
Waters Branch have been grouped together to form 
the Conservation and Protection Service. 


The main objectives of the Service are to con- 
serve, enhance and protect Canada’s renewable water, 
air and soil resources, and to influence human ac- 
tivities in a way that will achieve and maintain the 
environmental conditions necessary for the health and 
well-being of people, the health and diversity of spe- 
cies and ecosystems, and the wise use of natural 
resources. 


The Director General is responsible for all ac- 
tivities related to environmental conservation and pro- 
tection in the Québec Region. He establishes and 
maintains communications with federal and provin- 


f ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 


Mm The goal of the Environmental Protection 
Branch is to ensure that human activities are con- 
ducted in a manner which does not compromise the 
integrity and well-being of people and ecosystems, and 
that natural resources are used in a way that pro- 
motes sustained economic development. 


The Environmental Protection Branch (EPB) is 
made up of five divisions: 

m The Air Division is responsible for administer- 
ing the Clean Air Act adopted by the Canadian Parlia- 
ment in 1971. Secondary lead smelters, the chlorine 
and sodium hydroxide industry, asbestos mines and 
mills, vinyl chloride plants and leaded gasoline are 
some of the sectors regulated. 

The Division is also involved with the Nation- 
al Air Pollution Surveillance (NAPS) network, set up 
in co-operation with provincial authorities and the 
Montréal Urban Community to evaluate long-term 
trends in air quality and the success of government 
control programs. 

Finally, the Division works with provincial offi- 
cials in identifying acid rain pollution sources and de- 
veloping abatement strategies. 


cial institutions, and manages programs dealing with 
priority issues. 

The Analysis and Co-ordination Branch, the 
Finance and Administration Branch, and the Person- 
nel Branch are all under the responsibility of the Direc- 
tor General. 


It should be noted that the Environmental Pro- 
tection Branch shares the services of the Captain Ber- 
nier Laboratory with the Inland Waters Branch and 
the federal Department of Fisheries and Oceans. These 
laboratories provide support for the Branch’s programs 
in the form of analytical and consultation services in 
the following areas: air pollution, water pollution and 
contaminants control, federal activities, environmental 
emergencies and dumping of wastes in the ocean. 


BRANCH 


The Water Division is responsible for water 
pollution control under the Fisheries Act, and is joint- 
ly responsible with provincial authorities for enforc- 
ing the regulations which apply to pulp and paper 
mills, chlorine and sodium hydroxide plants, oil 
refineries, base metal mines, the meat and poultry 
industry and fish plants. 


The Division also participates in various pro- 
grams which provide funding for research, develop- 
ment projects and technology demonstrations in the 
area of pollution control. 


n The Federal Activities Division controls and 
prevents pollution resulting from federal government 
activities in Québec. It provides federal departments 
with technical assistance for their anti-pollution pro- 
grams, reviews the environmental assessments of var- 
ious projects undertaken or financed by federal 
departments, and co-ordinates these activities with 
provincial authorities in areas of shared jurisdiction.

1 CANADIAN WIDLIFE SERVICE 


Mumm Under the Migratory Birds Convention Act, 
the Canada Wildlife Act and the Game Export Act, 
the Canadian Wildlife Service is directly responsible 
for the management of migratory birds. 

With the assistance of the provinces and the 
territories, the Service undertakes management pro- 
grams for other species of wildlife deemed to be of 
national interest and advises certain federal organi- 
zations on wildlife matters. It is also a party to inter- 
national agreements and programs for wildlife 
conservation. 

In order to discharge its responsibilities effec- 
tively, the Canadian Wildlife Service has divided its 
activities among three divisions in the Québec Region : 
the Migratory Birds Division, the Wildlife Management 
Division, and the Lands Division. 

The Migratory Birds Division is mainly con- 
cerned with the state of migratory bird populations. 


ious federal departments and acts as a co-ordinator 
on various federal-provincial committees. It is con- 
cerned with interprovincial and international trans- 
portation of hazardous wastes, and participates in a 
number of resources and energy conservation and 
recovery programs. 


m The Environmental Emergencies Section co- 
ordinates a 24-hour emergency operations service to 
secure the assistance of other departmental services 
and public or private agencies in responding as quickly 
as possible to pollution accidents.

M In order to acquire more information on the 
numbers and distribution of species, the Division un- 
dertakes studies and inventories of waterfowl (par- 
ticularly the Greater Snow Goose and Black Duck) and 
of seabirds, and participates in national surveys of 
bird populations and hunters’ takes. It is supervis- 
ing an ambitious project, the Québec Breeding Bird 
Atlas, with the help of over 800 volunteer amateur 
ornithologists. It is also involved in negotiations with 
native groups on the management and harvesting of 
migratory birds. 

The Division co-ordinates the enforcement of 
migratory bird legislation, the issuing of licences for 
aviculture, taxidermy and other special activities, and 
the implementation of the North American Waterfowl 
Management Plan. It is also preparing a waterfowl 
management plan for Québec in co-operation with the 
provincial department of recreation, hunting and fish- 
ing, as well as a joint action plan. 
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Thirty-two migratory bird sanctuaries and three 
staging areas are currently under the Division’s mana- 
gement. 

m The Wildlife Management Division is respon- 
sible for the protection and management of habitats 
suitable for migratory birds, particularly the endan- 
gered wetlands along the St. Lawrence River. It also 
monitors the contaminants and toxic chemicals found 
in migratory birds, and is responsible for reintroduc- 
tion of the Peregrine Falcon. 

The Division manages eight National Wildlife 
Areas, which constitute an important network for the 
conservation and improvement of wildlife habitats. 
The Cap Tourmente National Wildlife Area is undoub- 
tedly the best known, and a non-profit agency is res- 
ponsible for the interpretive program at this site. 

New partners are being enlisted, moreover, to 
assist in the management and development of wild- 
life areas: for example, the Société de conservation 
de la baie de l’Isle-Verte which is associated with the 
wildlife area of the same name, and Ducks Unlimi- 
ted, which plays an active role in the management 
of wildlife areas and sanctuaries. 

The Division also conducts research into the 
effects of acid rain and provides advice to federal agen- 
cies regarding development projects as part of envi- 
ronmental assessments or in emergency situations. 

In the immediate future, the Canadian Wild- 
life Service intends to concentrate its efforts on the 
conservation of habitats along the St. Lawrence River 
and the protection of seabirds in the migratory bird 
sanctuaries of the Lower North Shore.

™ The Lands Division promotes the rational use 
of Canada’s land resources based on ecological prin- 
ciples. It supports and participates in land-related pro- 
grams established pursuant to the Department of the 
Environment Act and various government directives, 
such as the Federal Policy on Land Use and the Fede- 
ral Land Management Principle. 


The Division administers two land use moni- 
toring programs, one for Canada’s land resources and 
the other for federal lands. The objective of the first 
program is to identify land use trends and compare 
them to the land’s potential for natural resource pro- 
duction. The second program involves the provision 
of advice and services to the Treasury Board Advi- 
sory Committee on Federal Land Management. 


These programs are implemented through 
various activities carried out under four projects: 


— A five-year mapping project of changes in land 
use for nineteen urban areas having a popula- 
tion in excess of 25,000 and having a relatively 
high agricultural potential. The first data were 
collected in 1981 and 1982. 


— Mapping of the changes in land use in fruit- 
growing regions between 1961, 1971 and 1981. 

— Mapping of the loss of wetland habitat between 
1966 and 1981 in the Montreal region. 

— Evaluation of transactions related to federal land 
management.

| INLAND WATERS BRANCH 


Mmm The Inland Waters Branch plans and ad- 
ministers various water management programs pur- 
suant to the Canada Water Act, the International 
Rivers Improvement Act and the International 
Boundary Waters Treaty Act. 


These programs are aimed at collecting quan- 
titative data on surface water and at evaluating water 
quality for lakes and rivers under federal jurisdiction, 
that is, international and interprovincial rivers or 
rivers where federally-regulated activities take place, 
for example commercial shipping. 


In Québec, the Branch is primarily concerned 
with the St. Lawrence River and its main tributaries, 
as well as Canada-US boundary rivers. 


™ The Planning and Management Division, lo- 
cated in Sainte-Foy, administers federal-provincial 
water management programs relating to the quantity 
as well as the quality of water resources. 

Together with the province, it takes part in the 
flood damage reduction program, which involves the 
mapping of areas threatened by flooding and the con- 
struction of flood control works. Such works are built 
only after technical, economic and environmental 
studies have been conducted. 

In addition, the Planning and Management Di- 
vision reviews federal projects as part of its contribu- 
tion to the federal Environmental Assessment and 
Review Process (EARP) and provides technical support 
to initiating departments for the evaluation of activi- 
ties such as dredging, wharf construction and port 
expansion.

In line with departmental priorities, it super- 
vises studies on the spread of toxic chemicals in the 
St. Lawrence River and its estuary. Research is also 
conducted to determine how the aquatic ecosystems 
of boreal forests react to atmospheric pollutants and 
acid precipitation, with emphasis on the spring thaw. 


The Division operates a sampling network to 
detect any trends toward acidification of Québec’s sur- 
face waters. Finally, it assists the Water Resource Docu- 
ment Reference Centre (WATDOC) in maintaining an 
environmental data base. 


m The Water Quality and Quantity Programs 
Division consists of two sections: hydrological sur- 
veys and water quality. The first section operates a 
network of marigraphic stations along the 
St. Lawrence, and is also responsible for developing 
and operating a hydrometric network under a federal- 
provincial agreement whereby operating costs are 
shared according to the responsibilities of the respec- 
tive parties. This program provides precise data on 
river flows and levels. 


The Water Quality Section is responsible for 
administering a federal-provincial agreement to mo- 
nitor water quality in Québec’s rivers, and for oper- 
ating a network that monitors water quality in the 
St. Lawrence River and transboundary rivers. The Sec- 
tion places great emphasis on the study of toxic sub- 
stances in the aquatic environment, devoting much 
of its effort to this problem.

mm The Atmospheric Environment Service (AES) 
provides weather warnings and forecasts to the general 
public and various other users. The Service is also 
responsible for supplying information on past and 
present atmospheric conditions, as well as forecast- 
ing future atmospheric, ice and ocean conditions for 
the safety of Canadians and their greater economic 
and social well-being. In addition to physical condi- 
tions, AES also reports and forecasts the chemical com- 
position of the atmosphere and atmospheric 
precipitation. 

Lastly, since the AES would by itself be unable 
to answer all requests for information on these con- 
ditions, it is responsible for promoting and co- 
ordinating the meteorological activities of universi- 
ties, private Canadian meteorological organizations and 
other organizations specializing in this field, as well 
as activities at the international level when there is 
a clear national interest. 


In addition to the Personnel and Administra- 
tion divisions, the AES has four other components: 


m The Data Acquisition Division operates the 
regional meteorological reporting network, and main- 
tains the associated instruments, sites and buildings. 
The network is composed of two types of stations. 


Surface stations, of which there are about forty 
in Québec, measure various parameters such as tem- 
perature, atmospheric pressure, humidity, and wind 
velocity and direction. Observers also record the 
weather (rain, snow, storms, freezing rain, and so 
on) and the cloud cover (type, quantity and base 
height). Some of these stations are operated by AES 
personnel, others by contract staff; some are auto- 
mated; some are marine stations and some are clima- 
tology stations. The data collected are transmitted 
several times a day to the AES communications 
network. 


These meteorological observations are com- 
plemented by data from six upper-air stations. Twice 
a day, simultaneously throughout the world, radio- 
sondes attached to balloons are launched into the at- 
mosphere. Small radio transmitters relay data to 
ground stations, providing temperature, pressure and 
humidity readings for the atmosphere up to an alti- 
tude of about 30,000 metres. 


All of these data are then sent through the AES 
communications network to various offices where 
they are processed, made available to users, or used 
to prepare weather forecasts, warnings or alerts. Ad- 
ditional data may be obtained by means of weather 
radars. The AES operates only one such unit in Qué- 
bec, at Villeroy, but it uses information from the 
weather radar at Carp (west of Ottawa) and from 
McGill University’s weather radar at Sainte-Anne-de- 
Bellevue. The AES also receives data transmitted from 
weather satellites. 


m The Québec Weather Centre operates twenty- 
four hours a day, 365 days a year, preparing all En- 
vironment Canada weather forecasts for the province 
and for all Québec users. The Centre’s staff, which 
includes about thirty professional meteorologists, as- 
similates and analyses meteorological observations 
from all parts of North America, as well as real-time 
meteorological satellite imagery, information from 
weather radars, and prognostic charts produced by 
the computers at the Canadian Meteorological Centre 
and the American National Meteorological Center in 
Washington. 


The meteorologists are then able to use scien- 
tific methods to forecast the weather for periods of 
up to five days, and to prepare the forecasts in the 
form of bulletins which vary in format, content and 
frequency depending on the intended users. Meteoro- 
logical conditions are constantly monitored so that 
any required watches, warnings or updates can be 
issued. 


The Centre has six distinct units. Three of them 
are responsible for preparing, issuing and verifying 
weather forecasts: the forecasting unit and two units 
which provide services to foresters and farmers. 


These three units also develop and put into 
operation new forecasting techniques in their respec- 
tive fields, and offer a professional advisory service. 


The Technical Support unit provides support 
services to the units that prepare forecasts, and is 
responsible for sending out the forecasts by Telex, 
cable or Telidon. The Computing - Communications 
unit provides computer support to all units, and well 
as communications service by TWX, Telex and facsi- 
mile. The Administration unit is responsible for the 
Centre’s administrative and financial services, and co- 
ordinates financial planning. 


m The General Meteorological Services Division 
is made up of the nine weather offices that act as 
intermediaries between the Québec Weather Centre and 
users. These offices are located at Dorval, Mirabel, Qué- 
bec City, Sherbrooke, Saint-Hubert, Trois-Rivières, 
Sept-Îles, Val-d’Or and Iqaluit (Frobisher Bay). Tech- 
nical staff at these offices interpret climatic conditions 
and apply their meteorological and climatological ex- 
pertise to specific regional problems. They also sup- 
ply live or recorded weather reports for radio and 
television broadcasts, and deal with requests for in- 
formation by providing answers themselves or for- 
warding the requests to the appropriate people. 


m The Scientific Services Division, as its name 
implies, provides scientific support to the other divi- 
sions when required. It is the region’s link to the 
research sections at AES headquarters and to the other 
components of Environment Canada in Québec. Its 
main areas of concern are climate services and air 
quality.

The Division’s climate services include: pro- 
motion of the Canadian Climate Program; publication 
of climatological data and summary reports; making 
available archived data and scientific information on 
climate changes and forecasts; and, lastly, providing 
advice on the analysis and application of climatologi- 
cal data in fields ranging from construction enginee- 
ring to meteorological law to the management of 
hydro-electric basins.
